Brecon  Rural  District 
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Laboratory  Facilities,  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport , Carmarthen, 
Swansea, Aberys twyth  and  Brecon, Water  samples  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Analyst  at  Carmarthen  and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Cardiff,  whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of 
infectious  disease  was  performed  by  the  Public  Be r 1th  Laboratory 
at  Cardiff,  All  the  milk  sampling  including  milk  examinod  for  the 
presence  of  tuberculosis  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cardiff, 


Ambulance  facilities.  As  a result  of  the  new  Rational  Health  Service 

■ Act,  194-6,  certain  changes  were  operative  in  the 
arrangements  existing  for  the  conveyance  of  sick  persons  in  the 
district.  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an 
ambulance  service  and  make  use  of  the  existing  St,John7s  ambulance 
for  general  use  while  ambulances  from  Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital 
conveyed  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  hospital, 

Plome  Nursing,  Under  the  new  Health  Act,  the  County  Cornell  are 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  homo  nursing 
facilities.  The  nursc-s  previously  partly  employed  by  various  district 
nursing  associations  are  whole  t5.me  employees  of  the  County  Council, 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

J administered  by  the  County  Council 
arc  hold  regularly  in  Brocon  and  Sennybridge,  Ante-natal  clinics 
and  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailmont s , immunisat ion, 
dental  end.  eye  dofocts  and  orthopaedic  defects  are  available  at  the 
County  Her  1th  Off ices , Brecon,  Thoso  arc  administered  by  the  County 
Council, 

Hospitals „ ThG  hospital  nocd3  of  the  resi'ents  of  the  district,  for 
all  diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease,  are  provided 
by  the  Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital,  A certain  number  of  patients 
are  also  treated  in  the  large  hospitals  situated  in  Cardiff  and 
Swansea, 

The  arrangemonts  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  dsloase 
remain  the  srme  as  in  previous  years .Morthyr  Borough  Council  treat 
the  patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  Infectious  disease 
and  theso  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr 
Borough  Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely 
satisfactory# 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have 
been  made  by  the  County  Council  with  Aborda.ro  for  beds  at  the  Fcdw 
Hir  Hospital, 

Disinfection,  In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  disinfection 
required  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 


SECTION  3,  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE, 

Those  services  arc  administer 

by  tho  County  Council  and  include  clinics  for  maternity  and  child 
welfare, immunisation, dental  treatment , orthopaedic  treatment , visual 
defects  and  expectant  mothers.  Provision  is  also  made  for  free  and 
cheap  rate  milk  find  medicinal  foods,  Tire  supervision  of  midwives 
child  life  protection  and  the  care  of  premature  and  illegitimate 
infants  is  also  tho  responsibility  of  the  County  Council.

SECTION  4,  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


Water  Supplies,  Water  is  derived  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  in 

the  district  from  32  Council  supplies, private  supplies 
wells  and  springs* 

Generally  speaking, it  is  safe  to  3ay  that  the  supply 
of  water  is  poor, none  of  the  supplies  being  chlorinated  and  only  one 
filtered. 

During  the  year, 119  inspections  of  public  and 
private  supplies  were  carried  out. The  water  from  public  supplies 
was  sampled  bacteriologically  on  19  occasions  giving  10  satisfactory 
and  9 unsatisfactory  result s .'Three  satisfactory  chemical  samples 
were  also  obtained.  In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  from 
Sarnau  supply, the  Council  have  placed  an  order  for  a Patterson 
chlorinator  for  use  in  this  supply. 

In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples, 
investigations  wore  made  and  remedial  action  carried  out  until  check 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

73  samples  of  private  supplies  were  taken  and,  of 
those, 32  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  41  unsatisfactory. The 
majority  of  these  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
Breconshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  in  support  of  grant 
aided  schemes  for  the  provision  of  water  to  individual  remises 

In  all  cases  the  Committee  and  the  owners  of  the 
supplies  were  advised  of  the  results  of  the  analyses. 

The  preparation  of  Engineering  details  etc.  for  the 
Council’s  major  water  scheme  continued  during  the  year.

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Of  the  Council's  32  supplies  only  11  can  he  considered 
adequate  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  inhabitants  for  domestic 
purposes, and  only  those  of  Sennybridge  and  Devynock, Llanf rynach, 
Trecastle  and  Llangorse  are  adequate  for  a proper  drainage  scheme. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  adequate  and  wholesome 
supplies  of  water  are  very  badly  needed  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  complete  the  preparation  of  the  major  scheme. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage,  Modern  Methods  of  sewage  disposal, at  least 

for  the  larger  villages  In  the  district, is 
still  a matter  of  some  urgency, the  villages  of  Sennybridge  and 
Devynock  being  the  only  ones  with  a sewerage  scheme. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Talybont  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  is  proceeding  slowly  but  satisf actorilly. 

Preparatory  details  for  sewerage  schemes  for  the 
villages  of  Llangor se, Llanf rynach  and  Llanddew  we re  continued  during 
the  year. 

Number  of  visits  1y  Sanitary  Inspector,  ••••♦,  112, 

Public  Cleansing.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse 

has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  contract 
labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

A comprehensive  scheme  for  the  removal  of  refuse  is  now  therefore  in 
operation  throughout  the  district. 

The  Council  is  at  present  maintaining  4 refuse  tips 
i.e.  Sennybridge, Trecastle, Llanf ihangel-Talyllyn  and  Talybont .These 
are, however, filling  rapidly  and  the  securing  of  new  tipping  sites 
is  likely  to  become  urgent. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. The  sanitary  inspection  of  the  area 

was  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector, Mr  W.J.Rees,  and  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
Mr  E.D, Grant,

Section  6.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk.  Considerable  changes  in  the  legislature  governing  the 

production  of  milk  occurred  by  the  coming  into  operation 
on  October  1st.  1949  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act, 
1944*  Briefly  under  this  Act  the  supervision  of  milk  production  pn 
farms  now  passes  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
local  authorities  are  left  with  the  control  of  distributors.
